CHAPTER 79-A. Revised Laws of New Hampshire 
FOREST CONSERVATION AND TAXATION 


All growing wood and timber except fruit trees, sugar 
orchards, nursery stock and trees maintained only for shade 
or ornamental purposes, which shall not be subject to the 
yield tax hereinafter provided, shall be released from the 
general property tax; but the land upon which such grow- 
ing wood and timber stands shall be assessed. 


A yield tax on the stumpage value at the time of cut- 
ting shall be assessed by the assessing officials as of Oc- 
tober first of each year against each owner of growing 
wood and timber, which has been cut during the previous 
tax year, at the rate of ten per cent. 


Whenever it shall appear to the assessing officials that 
a town or city is unreasonably deprived of revenue because 
of the failure of an owner to cut standing wood or timber 
when it shall have arrived at the degree of maturity most 
suitable for its use, such standing wood and timber shall 
be taxed in the same manner as general property and be 
subject to the same rights of appeal, the intent being to 
prevent the holding of standing wood and timber indefinite- 
ly without the payment of any taxes. If such standing 
wood and timber is taxed under the provisions of this sec- 
tion, such taxes shall be a credit against any yield tax later 
imposed, and shall be taken into consideration in determin- 
ing loss of tax revenue as provided in section 18. 


The owner intending to cut any wood or timber shall 
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give written notice of his intention prior to such cutting to 
the assessing officials. Such notice shall state the name 
and residence of the owner, a description of the location 
of the land from which the wood or timber is to be cut, its 
estimated amount and value, and whether or not applica- 
tion for abatement will be made in accordance with sec- 
tion 5. 


Every owner as defined in section 1 of this chapter 
shall make a return to the assessing officials on or before 
October 15th each year, stating the kinds and total amount 
of wood or timber subject to the yield tax cut during the 
preceding tax year. Returns shall be on forms prescribed 
by the Tax Commission and shall require such information 
as the commission may deem necessary to enable the 
assessing officials to locate, identify and determine the 
true stumpage value of all wood and timber subject to a 
yield tax. Such returns shall be made under penalty of 
perjury. 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of sections 8 
or 9 shall be fined not more than $500.00 Such fine shall 
go to the city or town in which the wood or timber is lo- 
cated and shall be enforced in an action brought in the 
name of the town or city by the assessing officials. 


The above excerpts from the “Timber Tax Law” are 
furnished for the information of the property owners of 
the Town or Mason. The Law is effective April 1, 1950. 
Further information may be secured from the Selectmen. 
Particular attention is invited to Paragraph 4 and 5 above.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


1—Town Officers’ Salaries— 


This Appropriation was exceeded this year due to sev- 
eral causes. The number of forms and reports required by 
the State and the amount of correspondence is increasing 
steadily, requiring more and more attention on the part of 
the various Town Officers. This year’s Legislature re- 
mained in session until late in the summer, thus holding up 
the Tax Bills and “Statement of Appropriations and Taxes 
Assessed” form required by the State Tax Commission to 
be filed with them for approval. When the Legislature 
finally adjourned, the reports were completed and sub- 
mitted to the State Tax Commissioner for approval and the 
taxes were figured on all property and the Tax Warrant 
was prepared for submission to the Tax Collector, based 
on a Tax Rate of $4.90 per hundred dollars. Just prior to 
the issuance of the tax bills, the State notified the School 
Board and the Town that the State Aid appropriation for 
the local School District would be much larger than antici- 
pated, with the result that the Town “Appropriation for 
School District”? was lowered and it was then necessary to 
refigure all tax bills and make up a new Tax Warrant based 
on $4.50 per hundred dollars. 


2—Town Officers’ Expenses— 


By reason of the vote of the Town, the 1948 Town Re- 
port included the itemized list of the “1948 Valuation of 
Lands and Building's, and Growing Wood and Timber,” 
making an exceedingly voluminous report with a resulting 
high printers cost of $397.00. This accounts for exceeding 
this appropriation. 
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3—Election and Registration Expenses— 


The Primaries will be held this fall and the Budget 
carries a $200 appropriation for this item. 


4—-Town Hall and Other Buildings— 


This appropriation was exceeded due to necessary 
work on the Town Hall. The Hall had been condemned for 
dancing and large assemblies. Upon examination it was 
found that the building rested on piers consisting of dry 
piles of stone. The spring frost heaves had allowed some 
of the piles to fall, leaving the floor joists without support. 
The building was levelled and piers rebuilt of stone and 
granite chips cemented together. Several roof timbers had 
slipped from the plate and these were replaced. New stove 
pipe was installed and the chimney thimble renewed and 
cemented in place to overcome a dangerous fire hazard. 
All broken window glass in the building was replaced. The 
Hall is badly in need of painting and provision has been 
made for this in the budget. 


5—Parks and Playgrounds— 


At the last Town Meeting the Town voted to close the 
road running diagonally across the common. The Veterans’ 
of Foreign Wars turned out in a body and accomplished this 
project by filling with gravel and grading, without cost to 
the Town. A conduit running parallel to the old road for 
drainage is needed to connect to the State’s conduit which 
now extends about 15 feet into the common, and provision 
is made for this in the budget. 


6—Town Report— 


The 1948 Town Report again took first prize in the 
New Hampshire Town Report Contest, and second prize in 
the New England Town Report Contest. 
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Mason, N. H., Feb. 10, 1950 


The cataloging work of the town records is progressing 
slowly but surely. The papers are being classified as to 
subject and arrangements have been made with the Secre- 
tary of State and the State Librarian to place them in the 
vault at Concord for safe keeping. Some have already gone 
to Concord.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town of 
Mason qualified to vote in district affairs: 
You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 


said district on the 17th day of March 1950, at 7:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the school district will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600.00 for the purpose of providing 
water, heat and flush toilets in the public school building 
and to authorize the school board to issue serial notes in 
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the name of and on the credit of the school district for a 
sum not to exceed $4,000.00, said notes to be issued pur- 
suant to Chapter 72 of the Revised Laws, and to authorize 
the school board, with the selectmen in an advisory capaci- 
ty, to determine the time, place and amount of payment 
and interest and all other matters in connection with the 
financing of this project, or take any action relating thereto. 


9. To see if the district will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, in addition to the original appropriation for 1949-50, 
a sum of $158.00 to be made available to the school district 
prior to July 1, 1950 in order to meet unanticipated obliga- 
tions caused by increase in tuition over and above the 
amount estimated for 1949-50. 


10. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries 
of school district officials and agents, and for the payment 
of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the state equalization fund 
together with other income; the school board to certify to 
the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I respectfully submit my third annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools: 


ADMINISTRATION AND SUPERVISION 


Every effort is being made to operate your school as 
economically and as efficiently as possible. It is difficult to 
evaluate the product of education in terms of dollars and 
cents. Perhaps the best way and only way in which the 
product of a school can be measured is by the manner in 
which the children adjust themselves to new situations 
and the confidence they exhibit in attacking new problems. 
It is gratifying to note that as your pupils have moved on 
to other schools, namely Appleton Academy and Townsend 
High School, they have done exceptionally well and in many 
instances have become leaders in their respective schools. 


This year your school, under the excellent leadership 
of Miss Virginia Miller and Miss Lilla Tuttle, has exhibited 
excellent morale and is developing a very efficient educa- 
tional program. Both have contributed much time and 
effort to the Community as well as the school. They are 
keenly aware of the necessity of keeping in touch with 
modern methods of instruction and new educational think- 
ing. Miss Miller attended the summer session at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire this past summer, and Miss 
Tuttle attended the summer session at Keene Teachers 
College. The children have been responsive to their teach- 
ings. 


The parents and friends, through the Parent-Teachers 
Association have shown an active interest in their school 
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as exhibited by their willingness to provide bookcases, 
cleaning the school and lending a hand generally when the 
need has presented itself. 


The new lighting in the school has contributed greatly 
toward making a brighter, more cheerful and healthier 
working environment for your children. 


Each week Mr. Anderson has come into the school and 
given his time and in several instances has contributed 
materials, so that your children may have the benefit of 
art instruction. The results of his work are exceptional. 
Your young people are exhibiting some of the best art work 
of any school in the Union. 


The several programs given throughout the year have 
been a definite compliment to the very fine work that Miss 
Elsie Wheeler is doing in music. Your children have 
learned to love and enjoy good music and its related activi- 
ties. 


We are constantly in touch with the development of 
each child in the school through our testing program. In- 
telligence tests are given each year in grades three, six and 
eight. The Metropolitan Tests of Achievement are given in 
May of each year and more often, if it is felt desirable, so 
that we may have an objective basis for determining the 
strengths and weaknesses of our program and to judge 
che progress each child is making in the various subject 
areas. Thus, we are able to build a program that will fit 
the needs of the individual child. 


BUDGET 


The School Board’s budget for 1950-51 calls for an 
appropriation of $11,207.25 an increase of $1,727.25 over 
that of last year. The estimated income reduces the appro- 
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priation to $7,241.68, this amount to be raised by assess- 
ment. 


The increases are reflected in the following items: 
Tuitions—high school and elementary $1,150.00; teachers’ 
salaries $240.00; transportation $152.00; minor repairs 
$90.69; scholars’ supplies $87.50; per capita tax $38.00; 
miscellaneous items such as supplies, books, extra janitorial 
services, teachers’ retirement, additions and improvements, 
fuel, etc. $122.75. 


Tuitions have increased as the result of more pupils 
attending high school and increased tuition charges per 
pupil. Appleton Academy has found it necessary to in- 
crease its tuition from $150.00 per pupil to $200.00. Tui- 
tions are largely controlled by the average per pupil cost 
for the State of New Hampshire. For the year 1948-49, 
the average per pupil costs for operating high schools was 
$233.70. Since a high school or an academy is permitted 
to charge a tuition rate equal to, but not in excess of the 
state average, it would seem that the tuition fee at Appleton 
Academy is fair. 


Tuition pupils to Greenville have increased from 8 to 8, 
all of whom live in the area of the old No. 6 school and are 
transported to the Greenville School at an expense of $1.00 
per week, per pupil. The tuition fee of $50.00 per pupil 
has remained the same but since the number has increased 
it was necessary to budget $250.00 more than in the past. 
There will be nine pupils attending high school next year, 
and 8 attending elementary school outside of the district. 


Increases in teachers’ salaries are in line with what is 
taking place in the surrounding districts, and throughout 
the state. It is difficult to request teachers to improve them- 
selves professionally and to hold them, if some inducement 
is not provided. 
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Minor repairs and expenses was increased by $90.69 
to provide some window screens and screen doors for the 
school building. The fly condition is very serious, and some 
step should be taken to remedy this situation. 


The School Board budgeted an increase of $87.50 for 
scholars’ supplies. Scholars’ supplies are still obtainable 
at comparatively high prices. $125.00 has been budgeted 
for this item for the past two years and in each case it has 
not been enough to provide the essential materials for good 
instruction. Certain items, which in the past have been 
charged off to “other expenses of instruction” are now 
placed under this item. These items approximate $50.00 
and are directly related to our reading system. 


Other items of increase, listed above, need no explana- 
tion. 


Certain reductions in several items were realized, pri- 
marily as a result of legislative action taken at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Without going into the details of 
the act the following is a summary statement, ‘“Super- 
visory Union expenses shall be apportioned on the basis of 
one-half on the average membership for the previous school 
year and one-half on the last assessed valuation of the 
district.”” Thus Mason realized a reduction in their share 
of Supervisory Union expenses in the amount of $118.69. 
Other decreases made an aggregate reduction of $153.69. 


SPECIAL ARTICLES 


Article 8 refers to the desire and need for a central 
water supply, central heating and modern flush toilets in 
the school building. The figure of $4,000.00 is the result 
of much thought and in some instances of bid prices sub- ~ 
mitted to the Town Investigating Committee who looked 
into this problem a year ago. 
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It is barely possible that if the whole program is not 
desired, a portion of it could be planned for each year. 


It also should be taken into consideration that if the 
district votes to install water, heat and flush toilets, it will 
be necessary to increase the operating costs by the follow- 
ing amounts: fuel—$205.00 and electric power (lights) 
$22.00, making a total increase of $227.00 over that re- 
quested for these items in the 1950-51 budget. These fig- 
ures are based upon the actual costs of operating a very 
similar situation in Lyndeborough, N. H., where they have 
an oil fired, forced hot air system, artesian well and pump, 
flush toilets, etc. 


Article 9. The request in this article is made for a 
deficiency appropriation of $158.00 to cover tuition obliga- 
tions for elementary school children that have developed 
since the last March meeting. At that time it was estim- 
ated that we would have three pupils attending the Green- 
ville school at a cost of $150.00. However, when school 
opened in the fall we discovered that as a result of families 
moving into the No. 6 area, and children becoming of school 
age, that we were obligated to provide tuitions for seven 
instead of three. After several weeks one pupil moved to 
Milford. At the present time we are paying tuitions for six 
pupils. 


I wish to thank the School Board and citizens for the 
excellent support and cooperation they have extended to 
me the past year.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are care- 
less with it. This is particularly true of fires in and near 
woodlands. Official figures show that more than 98% of 
all forest fires result from human carelessness and can be 
prevented. Consequently, we may say “Forest Fires are 
our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their 
effects are far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw 
products of the forests, the protection forests provide for 
game and the supply of ground water. They upset local 
economies by drawing men from gainful employment and 
requiring the expenditure of public funds to extinguish 
them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in 
keeping the size of fires small but the number of fires is 
increasing. In 1949 there were 100 more fires in New 
Hampshire than in 1948, but they burned 500 acres less. 
For the warden and his deputies to do the job they are 
capable of, they must have the cooperation of the public— 
YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is PRE- 
VENTION—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which 
your local forest fire warden and his deputies are constantly 
working. It can be achieved ONLY if YOU and YOU and 
YOU cooperate with them. It is worth YOUR effort and 
can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being 
particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 
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2. Securing the required written permit from the 
warden when the ground is not covered with snow. 


3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with 
burning requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aiding him to extinguish it. 


Let’s reduce the number of forest fires end eliminate 
our most shameful waste.
